ity's crucifixion."

Tax Receipts 


It is almost certain that the recent 


increase in business volume will be 
reflected in increased tax receipts

Customs 
duties will show heavy decreases 
due to the demoralization of foreign 
trade. Likewise, trade with Canada 
may undergo a serious diminution, 
especially when new restrictions re- 
quiring that articles sold to Canada 
be put on a cash basis are intro- 
duced into law. 


There is always the 
possibihty 


that other countries will benefit by 
these changes, especially in articles 
which are on a competitive basis 
and which are not at all related to 
war supplies. 
The administration 


bill is to provide that everything 
exported to Canada and other coun- 
tries shall be bought for cash only, 
and this is bound to inject new 
complications in the operations of 
the trade structure. 


The preparations of Canada 
to 


build plants for war purposes have 
been noted in press dispatches, and 
it is expected that this will draw 
some skilled labor from the United 
States, possibly forcing shortages 
on this side of the border which will 
affect wage rates As wage scales 
rise, social securitv taxes increase, 
too, and the total amount extracted 
by the government tax collectors i 
becomes a bigger factor than before 
in forcing increased prices, which, 
in turn, tend to cut down consump- 
tion and precipitate unemployment. 


Government officials, incidental- 


ly, are plainly worried by the re- 
cent upward surge in prices for con- 
sumer goods because they fear it 
will mean curtailment of consump- 
tion and in turn cause unemploy- 
ment What America faces as a con- 
sequence of these various factors 
growing out of the war is a rear- 
rangement of trade channels and an 
increase, for the time being, of un- 
employment in certain industries 
producing for export. 


The big question is whether these 


economic convulsions, when all ad- 
ded up, will not cause the adminis- , 
tration to ask for a budget virtually j 
as large next year as is being spent 
in the present fiscal year. 
This, of 


course, means another large deficit ! 
so that the chances of a balanced ' 
budget haxe been almost complete- ' 
ly shattered bv current events.

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Russia Facing Choice of 


Sacrificing 5-Year Plan 


Or Pulling Hitler's Leg 


' BY MORGAN M. BEATTY 
Wuhinctoo—VP)—One 
glance at 


the blueprint of the current Soviet 
Five-Year plan, and you -wonder 
whether Stalin is (1) sacrificing the 
plan on the altar of Kusso-German 
trade, or (2) ^pulling Hitler's Jeg. 


•Go back, as' I did, to January of 


this year, when Stalin laid down 
the law for .the third Five-Year 
plan (1938-42). Here's a part of 
what he said: 
_. 


" / . . It is undeniable that . . . 


the country (U. S. S. R-X still lags 
behind the capitalist states in an 
economic sense. . . . Because of 
the low level of industrial produc- 
tion which prevailed before the 
-World war, the present level is 
still below that of capitalist coun- 
tries with respect to per capita pro- 
duction: in such respects as electric 
power, pig iron, steel and coal pro- 
duction and the manufacture of 
consumption goods, such as textiles, 
paper, soap and sorne others, the 
U. S. S. R. is still backward . . . 
This backwardness must be com- 
pletely overcome before commu- 
nism can triumph in its historic 
competition with capitalism . . ." 


Stalin was concerned with com- 


munist stomachs, too. He said: 


"The third-plan period is to car- 


ry further the satisfaction of the 
needs and desires of the workers 
lor 
foodstuffs, 
housing facilities 


and services of a domestic and cul- 
tural nature. ..." 


And how did Stalin plan to carry 


through this advancemeit? 


He decreed in the same speech an 


increase in production all along the 
line. He ordered industry to in- 
crease the value of its output by 88 
.per cent, come 1942. Agriculture got 
instructions to step up its output 53 
per cent 


All of this was duly reported in 


the 
official 
Russian 
newspaper, 


Pravda, and translated and repro- 
duced in bulletins by the United 
States Department of Commerce. 


Again very soon after the Stalin 


orders 
were 
published, Pravda 


made the plight of the Soviet even 
plainer to the communist in the 
street, by comparing Russia's pro- 
duction with capitalistic 
America. 


The. pictogram. headed "Produc- 
tion." is based on Pravda's cornpar- 
.ison. 


How Can It Be Done? 


Now, asks the American econo- 


mist who knows Russian trade, how 
can Russia step up the production 
of raw materials to feed an indus- 
trial machine charged with increas- 
ing production by 88 per cent, and 
at the same time export raw mate- 
rials to Germany? 


Or, if it's grain they're going to 


export, here's another picture in 
Statistics: 
Official 
Soviet figures 
listed by the United States Depart- 
ment of Commerce indicate total 
grain crop production at an annual 


rate just now of some 3,300,000,000 
! bushels, or about 21 bushels per 
capita. (You can compare that with 
the United States .per capita pro- 
duction of 38 bushels.) 


Last year, Russia had only 50,- 


000,000 bushels to export, not neces- 
sarily because it was a true surplus 
over the needs of her people, but 
because she needed the gold it 
brought in the world market. 


Even so, 50 million bushels of 


grain for two nations mobilized to 
the hilt as are Germany and Rus- 
sia, is a mere drop in the feed 
bucket. 


Where We Come In 


Now what about the products 


Germany could send to Russia? 


United 
States 
Department of 


Commerce 
figures 
on 
Russian 


trade, taken from official Russian 
sources, show pretty clearly that 
the deficiency Germany could sup- 
ply would be machinery, tools, and 
similar finished products. 


And what 
nation supplied that 


deficiency in Russia last year? 


The United States is the culprit 


We've taken the place of Germany 
in Russia's trade with western na- 
tions. And conservative estimates 
indicate that some 80 per cent of 
our exports 
last year were ma- 


chines, tools, and products of that 
kind. 


Here's A Catch 


Therefore, 
if Russia 
plans 
to 


switch all that machine business to 
Germany, she must face the pros- 
pect of a costly re-tooling of many 
large machine units in her pro- 
duction plants. You can't have ma- 
chinery of one pattern turning out 
part of a product, and machinery of 
another pattern 
turning out the 
rest of it Not only would the pro- 
cess of re-tooling 
be 
extremely 


costly, but it would have a tenden- 
cy to slow down production all 
along the assembly lines. And that 
would probably slow down the pace 
of Stalin's ambitious third Five- 
Year plan. 


Therefore. American economists 


are wondering whether Stalin is 
going to sacrifice part of his plan, 
or pull Hitler's leg and send no raw 
materials to Germany. 


Trying to swing both the trade 


agreement with Germany and a 
third Five-Year plan at the same 
time, would be a good deal like try- 
ing to have one's cake and: eat it 
too.

For with the re- 
demption stamps 52 of them must be af- 
fixed to a warrant before it may be re- 
tired for the value of 50 of them. 


But perhaps the thing that ruffles the 


imperial Boosevelt mind is that the ham- 
and-eggers have t employed -without per- 
mission one of Ms famous mixtures of 
coercion and extortion to force people to 
do what they don't want to do and under 
the constitution as it has been written for 
150 years couldn't be made to do. 


It may be remembered that when Mr.

- of New York, a recognized authority in 


Eucb matters,'Both France and, .England 
are in a much better situation financial- 
ly to fight a prolonged war than they 


- were 25 years ago. 


The bank's statement is to the effect 


that in 1914 Great Britain bad 270 mil- 


- lions in bank balances in this country 
, whereas today it has 580 millions,' that in 


1914 France had 30 millions'of such bal- 
ances whereas today she has-275 millions. 
Continuing it points out "that in 1914 Bn- 


- tain bad 800 millions of gold, and today 


has well over two billions; that in 1914 
France had less than two billions in gold, 
and today over three billions. 


To these figures, of course, must be 


added the annual production of gold in 
both the French and British empires. That 
'production in 1914, says the National City, 
<was but 260 millions whereas in "1938 
it 


•was 730 millions. True, the holdings of 
French and British citizens in American 
securitia.- have been cut from their high 
of four billions in 1914 to less than a 
billion and a half today. This is a dis- 
advantage to the countries involved but • 


great advantage to America since there 
are to be less of these securities thrown 
upon the market and therefore less dis- 
turbance to our own financial structure. 


Thus these empires are in a very sweet 


financial condition to meet such demands 
as America may put upon them for their 
purchases here, either of munitions or 
food. And thus it becomes apparent, too, 
that there is no justification for the pio- 
posal in the act pending before the sen- 
ate to extend them 90 days' commercial 
credit. 


It is customary to grant credit to cover 


the period of shipment of. goods and pro- 
vide an opportunity for testing them upon 
their arrival. But since credit was a peril- 
ous adventure before, it is not unreasona- 
ble now to require the purchasing nations 
to send their testers to this country and 
pay for the goods upon acceptance.

Those who heard or read 
Colonel 


' Lindbergh's recent radio address must 


have been impressed with the speaker's 
single purpose of serving his country, and 
that, alone. 


But several English periodicals have 


assailed the colonel. He is called "Amer- 
ican Trouble Maker No. 1" and "Interna- 
tional Busybody." He is accused of devel- 
oping "the Hitler mind" and one writer 
assumes that millions of Americans "must 
have switched off their radios" with the 
conclusion that the speaker was hardly 
qualified to talk about democracy. 


Colonel Lindbergh, in fact, developed 


a unique and, in many places in America, 
acceptable theory, when he proposed that 
as a gesture of our hatred of warfare we 
prohibit the sale of munitions to anyone 
and permit the sale of all defensive wea- 
pons to everyone. He further developed 
and extended the thesis 
that Europe 


should get out of this Western Hemi- 
sphere and that America should acquire 
those strategically located islands that are 
important outposts in the development 
and protection of itself and many of which 
belong to Britain. 


These English periodicals are indicat- 


ing an extreme impatience when they start 
cussing out an American for thinking in 
terms of America and not of the British 
Empire. 


Colonel Lindbergh is entitled to our 


particularly hearty salute for having lived 
abroad several years and been entertained 
by the nabobs of all countries without 
losing either our blessed common touch 
or a mind that functions with no other 
objective than the welfare of his native 
land. While the English periodicals men- 
tioned represent only a small portion of 
those that speak the mind of England they 
do expose that same intemperate peevish-

If, however, the heart finesse 
were taken first and it went wrong, 
no good use could be made of a fa- 
vorable spade position, except of the 
miraculous fall of the spade king on 
the ace.

Vessels Stay Out of Danger 


BT RAYMOND CLAPPER 


Washington—The maritime commission has joined the shipping lobby 


in fighting the restrictions in the pending neutrality bill, restrictions in- 
tended to keep American vessels out of danger zones. 


Much is being made of the maritime commission's statement that the 


neutrality bill as it stands would take 130 American ships off their pres- 


ent trade routes. About 170 would be left free to op- 
erate. Some 860,320 tons of shipping would be taken 
off, the maritime commission says, and 1,100,000 tons 
could continue to operate. 


But when you.break down the figures it is clear 


that if the maritime commission opposes taking this 
tonnage off of the existing routes, then it favors al- 
lowing American ships to operate freely in European 
waters. For the great bulk of the tonnage affected- 
plys the danger areas around Europe. 


Taking .the .list of 1,390 ships that would be affected, 


the maritime commission's figures show that 88'oper- 
ate to European ports, including the'United Kingdom 
and Ireland and the Baltic ports—all highly dangerous 
waters. That's about two-thirds of the shipping that 
would be affected.

That -was brought out clearly by 


an event several months ago. A 
strange fish was caught in a net 
hauled up off the coast of southe n 
Africa. This fish was found to be- 
long to a family of "prehistoric fish. 
the members of which had a scien- 
tific 
name meaning "Hollow 


Spines." 


As far as is known, no such fish 


even was caught before. Yet a num- 
ber 01 skeletons of its ancestors had 
been studied by scientists. Tiie 
scientists estimated that some of the 
skeletons v.ere from 200,000000 \o 
250 000,000 years old. They believed 
that the last members of the race 
had died out 50,000,000 years ago.
